Hansen’s  Hybrids.  A few  year  ago  Prof.  N. 
E.  Hansen,  North  Dakota  Agricultural  College, 
introduced  several  varieties  of  plums  which  he 
produced  by  crossing  the  native  sand  cherry  of 
the  Black  Hills  with  certain  cultivated  varie-; 
ties  of  plums.  The  resulting:  crosses  are  unique' 
in  many  respects,  one  of  which  is  their  extreme 
hardiness  and  freedom  from  damage  by  late 
frost  in  the  spring.  Another  is  the  earliness  at 
which  they  come  into  bearing,  some  of  them  pro- 
ducing a considerable  quantity  of  fruit  in  the 
nursery  row  during  their  second  year.  After  that 
they  produce  regularly  and  very  heavily.  The 
following  varieties  of  Hansen’s  Hybrids  are  of- 
fered for  trial  in  the  home  orchards  of  the  Mis- 
souri valley: 

Sapa.  This  plum  bears  the  Sioux  Indian  name, 
meaning  “black,”  because  the  fully  ripe  fruit  is 
as  black  as  midnight.  Trees  begin  bearing  the 
second  year.  Fruit  is  of  the  finest  quality  for 
eating  fresh  and  makes  most  excellent  preserves 
and  jelly.  The  skin  is  especially  tender  and 
practically  disappears  in  canning.

Fruit  much  admired  for  its  beautiful  bright  red 
color,  with  a heavy  blue  bloom.  Flesh  is  thick, 
firm,  yellow,  of  good  quality  and  with  a delicious 
aroma.  Of  excellent  quality  for  eating  from  the 
tree,  superb  for  canning  and  for  jeily.  When 
cooked  it  develops  a distinct  apricot  flavor. 


Opata.  This  is  one  of  the  earliest  plums  to 
ripen  and  forms  fruit  buds  freely  in  one-year 
shoots  in  the  nursery,  so  that  it  bears  without 
exception  the  next  year.  The  trees  are  very 
heavy  producers,  and  the  fntit  does  not  drop 
readily  from  the  tree,  but  hangs  on  until  past 
the  dead-ripe  stage.  The  fruit  is  most  deli- 
cious for  eating  fresh  from  the  tree.  The  skin 
is  thin  and  free  from  that  disagreeable  acidity 
that  characterizes  so  many  plums.  The  pit  is 
verv  small.
